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It seems fitting that the last issue of the Argus of Harry Ells High be dedicated to 
the last principal of the school, but there are many other reasons that also make Mr, 
Robert France worthy of this honor, 

Mr. France has devoted his life to education. He started his career in Bakersfield 
and then moved to Richmond High where he taught English and History, Later he be- 
came a counselor, then a dean. In the Fall of 1959 he came to Ells as Vice Principal, 

This last year, as principal of Ells, he has brought both dignity and honor to our 
school, We, at Ells, have perhaps lacked some of the facilities which other high 
schools possess, but no high school can boast of finer traditions, Our students have a 
reputation of excellence in their behavior and conduct, Mr, France has been of im- 
measurable help in maintaining these high standards, His personal conduct, his rig- 
orous pursuit of high scholarship and citizenship standards, his sense of leadership - 
all have contributed tothe many factors which have made Harry Ellsa great High School. 

To you, Mr, Robert France, we dedicate this Argus, May you have every success 
in your future assignments. 
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During World War II the great influx of population forced most schools in Richmond on double ses- 
sions. Longfellow Junior High School was one of these. In the spring of 1945, the buildings at 
Macdonald Avenue and 33rd St. were completed and occupied. One half of the Longfellow students 
marched up Macdonald Avenue and became Harry Ells Junior High School. Mr. Herbert L. Hunn was 
the principal of this fledgling. 

The school was named Harry Ells by the school board in recognition of the contributions to public 
education of one of the leaders of early-day Richmond. 

Harry Ells was a junior high school for ten years from 1945 to 1955. During this period many pupils 
studied and learned and, then, movedon to Richmond High School and El Cerrito High School. There 
were several additions to the buildings, also, during this time. The gym, the 500 building, and the 
shops were built while Harry Ells was a junior high school. 

In the fall of 1954, the school board decided to convert Harry Ells into a high school. The students

senior high school. The first such class of six-year veterans were graduated in 1958)Mry Hunn retired 
in 1959, after two classes had been graduated from Harry Ells High School.

I know that for the alumni of Harry Ells and for the current senior 
class, who will soon join the ranks of the alumni, closing this campus and changing the name of Ells 
is not done without a sense of loss, However, we must consider that the present and future students in 
this district will have an even greater opportunity to receive an excellent education with the new facil- 
ities that are being built. So then we must say goodbye to Harry Ells High School with its many fine 
traditions that have been established in such a short span of time and wish our graduates well. Harry 
Ells High School will long be remembered for the contributions it has made to the community and to 
the nation, The pleasant associations that I have had since the fall of 1959 with the students, the fac- 
ulty, my co-administrators, and the classified staff will call forth the most pleasant of memories in 
the ensuing years.

We added a new cheerleader in the person of 
Judy Sartor. At Homecoming we triumphed over the seniors by taking first place in the float com- , 
petition. Sandy DeMay again represented us in the Queen's court as an attendant and to that year's 
Snowball we sent Jackie Bonner as the junior attendant.

In January the Claremont Hotel witnessed "Twilight in Winter, “ the Senior 
Dinner Dance. We anticipated our ocher activities such as "Sadie Hawkins, " the senior picnic, 
the Senior Ball, and finally the night we had all been waiting for--graduation. Looking back over 
these three dignified years, there are many memories that we will all cherish in our own way, 
but most important will be the affection we retain for our high school years and Harry Ells High 
School. 
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This year a group of junior students entered a revolutionary educational program, Project FEAST (Foods 
Education and Service Technology), is a program for junior and senior students who have a desire to learn 
the foods services fields. Future employment in cooking, hotel and restaurant management, and other foods 
service fields is the objective of this two-year program. 

FEAST students have spent the past two semesters in the Foods Laboratory directed by Mrs. Ide. Ona 
rotation basis they have gone through all the stations in our cafeteria, from dishwashing to baking. These 
activities are controlled by Mrs. Girtman, the cafeteria manager. Two semesters of Foods English under 
Mr. Epperson and Foods Math with Mrs. Jones have made these students aware of the need of correct com- 
munications and calculations in the hospitality field. 

Our program is moving to John Kennedy High School this fall, at this time the students will begin work

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Once heralded as a promising experimental program, Pre-Tech, or the Richmond Plan for Pre- 
Technological Education, can no longer be classed as an innovation. Now in its fifth year, this 
exciting educational program is of proven worth and was acclaimed by KRON-TV's "Assignment 
Four" as a success story. The pre-tech teachers, students, and graduates were recently featured on 
that television program which reported the Richmond Plan's local successes together with its spread 
across the country. 

The Pre-Tech program is the brainchild of two Ells faculty members, Mr. Glenn R, Baughman 
and Mr. Burton H. Johnson, who have both worked with the program since its beginning and have 
proudly watched its growth at Ells and DeAnza and its spread nationwide. But their greatest pride 
comes from the program here, where they have been intimately involved. 

Ells' Pre-Tech graduates are now studying in such diverse schools as Contra Costa College, San 
Francisco State, Cal-Poly, and the University of California at Berkeley. Other graduates have 
successfully entered many other fields upon their graduation: training programs with such industries 
as PG & Eand PT &T, technical schools with the United States Air Force, and a variety of appren- 
ticeship programs. 

Students in Pre-Tech take five classes together: English, mathematics, science, drafting, and 
tech-lab, Junior students study physics and algebra; seniors, chemistry and trigonometry. They 
join the regular school program for their physical education and social studies classes, 

Some “fringe benefits" enjoyed by students in the program include more field trips, many 
special speakers, specialized educational and vocational counseling, and classroom teaching which 
emphasizes the interrelated nature of the various subject matters taught in the program.

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FORENSICS 


Competition, fun, and excitement are just a few of the many experiences offered by the Harry 
Ells Forensics Society. Besides being one of the largest and most active clubs, it has also been 
most successful. This success has been achieved through both individual and debating events. This 
year the membership rose to approximately one hundred members. Along with the increase in 
membership has come increasing success. Harry Ells is now considered to have the most successful 
Forensics program in Northern California. We are affiliated with the Golden Gate Speech Associa- 
tion and the National Forensics League. We have sent competitors to high schools throughout the 
greater Bay Area. Invitational tournaments have taken us to Stanford University, St. Mary’s 
College, Claremont, and other institutions. We have participated in fourteen tournaments in the 
last three years. At each of these, we have won at least a third place sweepstakes trophy. This 
is quite an accomplishment, since more than thirty-five schools send their best speakers to these 
tournaments. 

Forensics offers academic competition as well as good leadership training. It teaches the 
student both teamwork and individual initiative through debate and "individuals" events. In 
debate, two people work together to explore both sides of a timely topic. These teams then attend 
an inter-school debate tournament. There are three degrees of competition at these tournaments. 
This year, some of our teams have reached the highest degree, "A." We have other fine "A" 
teams and several excellent "B" teams. "Individuals" allow each person to select his favorite 
event. These events are impromptu, extemporaneous speaking, orginal oratory, oratorical analy- 
sis, dramatic interpretation, and humorous interpretation. In impromptu and extemporaneous 
speaking, three topics are given to the student. He is given a short period of time in which to 
prepare a speech. Original oratory requires the student to deliver effectively a prepared original 
speech. In oratorical analysis the speaker gives a short analysis of a famous speech, and then 
delivers the speech. In both humorous and dramatic interpretation, the participant presents an 
author's work in an appropriate manner.
